field of college journalism in Florida. 
Through no fault of his, Mr. Dye, of 
The AUif/<itt>r, w:ts not present, and 
ho subsequently communicated his 
hearty approval of the action of these 
editors. 

It. was the opinion of the editor* 
present Llmt much could he accom¬ 
plished in raising (he standard of 
college journalism in the statu, that 
co-operation between the stuffs of the 
various college papers would result 
in advantageous exchange of ideas 
and methods. thnT the Florida collage 
papers share the same problems and 
the Fame ideals, uini that they should 
get together in n constructive pro¬ 
gram of co-operation. This end could 
best be accomplished, they decided, 
through a college press association. 
In this way the Florida GnllegUite 
Freon Association had its beginning. 

Miss Marie Bryan, Editor-in-chief 
of The Flttmbrwt wa* chosen to act as 
Secretary pro tern, with instructions 
to «end a copy of iho tentative eon- 
sl.itution to the papers concerned and 
to attend to the necessary business of 
arranging for a permanent organisa¬ 
tion to go into active work in Hie 
school year of 11)20-21. Miss Bryun 
reports llmt the copies of the Consti¬ 
tution have been sent out Lind that 
she is waiting for replies. All re 
ports indicate tlml the proposal of n 
college press association will be met 
by enthusiastic support in every in¬ 
stance and that it only remains for 
lhe papers themselves to get busy oji 
matters of detail. 

The Constitution of the Florida 
Collegiate Press Association as it is 
being submitted in tentative form to 
the college papers of the state is as 
follows:

separately. The response of the men

coding conferences in other states— 
an almost unanimous and enthusias¬ 
tic adoption of the effort. The whole 
m own lent conti-rs in the mdii nlunJ 
community, the Interchurch organisa¬ 
tion simply helping in supplying such 
assistance as may eonm from the 
combined research of a body of de¬ 
voted and able experts, Probably 
nothing of more promise has been aU 
tempted in the past than this effort 
to unite voluntarily the consecrated 
services of the various churches of 
the land." 

The statistics collected by these 
surveys were shown on the screen 
and their importance impressed on 
the delegates. Another feature of the 
conference was the illustration of fa¬ 
miliar songs on the screen us they 
were being sung. Denominational 
conferences were held and plans made 
for future fiction. 

The Interohurrh World Movement 
had its beginning at a meeting held 
in New York City, December 17, HUN. 
This meeting wns in response to a 
call of the Foreign Missions Board of 
the Southern Presbyterian, Church. 
The 135 persons attending agreed 
that the times demanded the co-opera¬ 
tion of all churches for the purposes 
of increasing their efficiency. Since 
then extensive surveys have been 
made, publicity haw been given to the 
movement, and confcronei'a of various 
kinds have been held. The delegates 
to the Florida conference at Jackson, 
ville returned with a better under¬ 
standing of the sociological condition 
of the country and with the desire to 
better conditions in their own com¬ 
munities,
